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Butler Describes 1926 Plans for the National Defense

HE coming session of Congress promises developments of great importance 
The outstanding feature of dis- 


in connection with our National Defense. 
cussion will be the proper organization of the Air Service. Of equal concern 
will be the matter of appropriations for the Services, the personnel question 
with respect to the Navy, and the proposal for 
further disarmanent. 

Until we have the program of the Services 
themselves, it will be impossible to predict what the 
action of Congress will be. It is obvious, however, 
that the legislative program, particularly for the 
Navy must be coordinated with the programs for 
the numerous important matters which are of vital 
concern to our citizenry. We know there will be 
a heavy cut in revenue due to the very proper re- 
ductions in the income taxes which wise decision 
based upon the productive economy policy of the 
Administration has made possible. This means 
that every appropriation made for a governmental 
activity must be scrutinized with the greatest care, 
and no unnecessary expenses authorized. 

But Congress, I am sure, will make no mistake 
in providing adequately for our National Defense, 
and especially the Naval arm thereof. It will be 
faced with this question: Shall we keep the Navy 
up to its treaty strength and maintain it efficiently? 
I hold there can be only one answer to that ques- 
tion. Either we must assure the protection of our 
shores by maintaining the treaty Navy efficiently 
or we should stop all appropriations and say frankly 
we are prepared to take the consequences of ab- 
sence of defense. Under the treaty, the number 
of our ships has been reduced. This likewise is 
true of the personnel. We are short of the treaty 
authorizations. I am not informed what steps the 
President will take respecting this condition. But 
I know the duty that rests upon the shoulders of 
Congress, and I hope to have the pleasure of calling 
its attention to that duty. 

I would be perfectly willing to have our country 
join with other nations in making proper reductions 
in armaments, but, of course, I shall oppose any 
such reductions unless and until international agree- 
ment is reached. Naturally all the talk which this 
subject provokes has created an uncertain state of 
mind among members of the House. On my part, 
I am not trying to peer into the future. My in- 
terest and concern are with the present. There- 
fore, I feel so long as further limitation of arma- 
ments is merely being discussed, and other nations 
are going ahead keeping up their strength in accord- 
ance with the 5-5-3 ratio, we should do the same. 
_ I am greatly in favor, also, of making Hawaii 
impregnable, so that any force contemplating an attack on our Pacific Coast 
shall be compelled to spend most of its time around the Sandwich Islands. But 
as I have already suggested, this might be unnecessary if international agree- 
ment could be reached imposing further limitations on the preparation activ- 
ities of all nations. 

_ But apart from fortifications, ships and guns, it is the personnel of the 
Navy and Marine which is the object of my particular interest. I have always 
fought for efficiency in the commissioned and enlisted strength. I am anxious 
that anything which militates against it shall be corrected, and that the coun- 
try shall have at its disposal a body of men able to bear the’first brunt of assault 
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and to train others to support them. I do not know as I have stated, what 
appropriations will be made, or whether action for improvements will be 
taken. But I do not anticipate very much, if any, reduction in numbers. 

The experience of thirty years in Naval matters has convinced me of the 
desirability of a plan which in my judgment would 
be most fruitful of good for the country as well as 
the Naval service. We have at Annapolis an Acad- 
emy which deservedly ranks high among scholastic 
institutions, and which is particularly fitted to 
turn out able officers for the Administration and 
direction of the Navy. But I wish it to be extended 
and expanded. I want it to become a great uni- 
versity which shall serve as the common starting 
point for the staff as well as the line. 

That is to say, I would have all officers pass 
through the Academy, those who show aptitude for 
the medical profession to take a course at Johns 
Hopkins, the Harvard Medical School, or some other 
great medical institution; those equipped for en- 
gineering to attend Columbia or Swarthmore, etc.; 
those having a predilection for finance to study at 
recognized business schools; and those who desire 
to become air pilots to devote themselves to that 
branch of defense. In this way, there would be 
created, in the formative period of youth, associa- 
tions which would be invaluable in preventing the 
unfortunate controversies that have constantly ir- 
ritated the relations of the line and staff of the 
Navy. 

Moreover, I would greatly increase the number 
of students at the Academy. I would have a large 
graduating class. I would permit any of the grad- 
uates who desired to do so to withdraw from the 
Navy on graduation, but to be retained on an in- 
active list without pay. They would be required 
to keep in'touch with the Service and to be avail- 
able for duty in case of emergency up to the age 
of thirty-five years. Those who remained would 
be commissioned as ensigns. At the expiration of 
the required three years’ period in that grade, a 
board would select for continued service those show- 
ing special aptitude therefor. The men selected 
out would be placed on the inactive list, and be avail- 
able in emergency. But, as they, by reason of their 
active service, would be handicapped in starting in 
the professions or business, I would provide them 
with a small retired pay, which they would receive 
until thirty-five years of age when it would stop. 

Thus the graduates who had resigned on gradu- 
ation and the officers selected out would form a 
body of four or five thousand trained men fitted 
to reenter the service in case of need. To the 
Academy also I would send enlisted men whose ability justified their promotion. 

This idea regarding the development of the Academy did not originate 
with me. It is the product of the fertile mind of Theodore Rosevelt the elder, 
to whom the country and especially the Navy owes so much and with whom 
I was associated especially in naval affairs from 1898 to the time of his death. 
I may say that what we need to effect the adoption of this program is execu- 
tive endorsement and insistence. We will get nowhere without it. 

The President wisely appointed a commission of able men to study the 
entire subject of aeronautics and their relation to the Army and Navy. I

Taxpayers in the Services to Pay Less Tax Next Year on Incomes; Editors Pleased With Revenue Program 


ee Congress talks about Army and Navy problems the service man 
lends his ears and shakes or nods his head as the spirit moves him; but 
when Congress starts talking about cutting down on income taxes, the Service 
man not only lends his ears but, in common with thousands of others, lets up 
a joyous hosanna. Service taxpayers may expect a substantial reduction in 
the amount they have to pay on their incomes. The Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives will present to the Congress revenue 
legislation that proposes sharp reductions for the so-called “little fellow.” And 
despite the tremendous importance and responsibilities of the position of the 
Army and Navy officer, it is not to be denied, even if to be decried, that the 
average service man’s income places him in the “little fellow” group insofar 
as earned income is concerned. Of course there will be tax reduction for the 
“big fellow,” and a probable elimination of the inheritance tax. All the cuts 
of the pie should not go to the little fellows at the table; the big boys work 
pretty hard. 

But the general idea of tax reduction, regardless of how it is distributed, 
makes a tremendous appeal to the American editors and for three weeks the 
newspapers have been featuring the press dispatches on taxation and com- 
menting freely upon the program. 

Among the proposals recommended by Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 
which will be of interest to the service taxpayers are: Repeal of the estate 
tax, repeal of the gift tax, reduction of automobile taxes and repeal of a num- 
ber. of miscellaneous taxes, such as that on works of art, etc., brought from 
abroad. Commenting upon Mr. Mellon’s program, which was altered in the

The ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, in its Financial Digest last week, com. 
mented upon Elbert H. Gary’s prediction that “we are now on the verge of a 
great era of prosperity,” and since his statement was made scores of other 
big business leaders have joined in the chorus. Henry Ford is credited with 
saying that we are facing “a century of prosperity.” One hundred years of 
prosperity certainly should suffice for this generation and the next, and leaye 
a good inheritance even unto the third and the fourth. 

Tax reduction is “prophet and proof of prosperity” and “evidence of this 
Nation’s vitality,” editors write. They say it is the fruit of wise and economi- 
cal Government, and the Buffalo News (Republican) traces the economy pro- 
gram back to the late President Harding, saying: “That this country has 
recuperated so quickly is due primarily to its vitality. But even a young and 
virile nation could not have made such progress if there had not been wise 
and economical Government. The adoption of the Budget System was a great 
help, but the real impetus came from President Harding, who saw the need 
for economy and drastic retrenchment. This policy has been followed also by 
President Coolidge, for it coincides with his own views, and politicians have 
found the economy policy a good vote getter.” : 

That fact that the Ways and Means Committee made public immediately 
its tax program for the coming Congress pleases the Baltimore Sun (Ind. Dem.),

Of course, partisanship has edged its way 
into the editorial discussion of tax reduction, 
the Republican editors backing up Mr. Mellon 
and the Democratic editors championing Con- 
gressman John Garner of Texas, ranking mi- 
nority member of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee and author of the “Garner plan” that 
attracted considerable attention two years ago 
and is still struggling for life, carefully nursed 
by the Democratic element in Congress. 

But the Cleveland Plain Dealer (Ind. 
Dem.) takes'a nonpartisan stand, saying it is 
well pleased with the outlook, and adding: 
“From the point of view of small and large 
taxpayers alike, the tax reductions offered by 
the Committee on’Ways and Means are as sub- 
stantial as reasonably could have been ex- 
pected. It will be better in the long run to 
make small cuts, as the condition of the Treas- 
ury permits, than to cut so deeply now as to 
render borrowing and higher taxes necessary 
a few years later.” 

Convincing figures are used by the editorial 
writer on the Buffalo Express (Ind. Rep.), 
who reminds us that “seven years have passed 
since the fighting ceased,” and says, “if any- 
one had then predicted that within six years 
Federal taxes would be, or could be, reduced 
to one-tenth of the rate for 1919, he would Cceel- 
have been called an impossible optimist or a BENE 








tion of seeing its proposals accepted with little 
serious criticism of the general scheme of re- 
vision,” says the Sun. 

The Washington Post (Independent) is glad 
that among other things the Ways and Means 
Committee probably will fight for elimination 
of the provision of the revenue law which 
allows publication by newspapers of income- 
tax returns. “No other recent enactment by 
Congress has met with such general condem- 
nation,” adds the Post. In Washington for 
the past two years the newspapers printing 
income-tax returns have made special efforts 
to publish the returns made by Army and 
Naval officers stationed in the Capital. 

The fear that the editors have is that 
things look too rosy now, and that when the 
flower is grown somebody may pinch its petals. 
They look for no trouble in the House, but 
expect the Senate to delay, change, fight, 
amend and in general tear to pieces the reve- 
nue legislation. The hope is that after all the 
main feature will remain—substantial tax re- 
duction. The House only can originate reve- 
nue legislation; but the Senate can strike out 
every word after the enacting clause. The 
New York Times (Ind. Dem.) says this: “The 
‘House Committee heard Treasury officials and 
taxation experts; it compared notes; it studied 











person woefully ignorant that the war had 
cost billions in necessary expenditures and 
other billions had been wasted. 

Then the Express presents its figures, which, counting annual base pay 
alone, cover military ranks up to colonel and naval ranks up to captain. The 
editorial continues: “Under the tax plan tentatively adopted by the House Ways 
and Means Committee, a married man with two children would have to earn 
in excess of $4,300 a year before he would be liable to any income tax at all. 
If this individual’s income is $5,000, and his exemptions total $4,300, the tax 
on the remainder will be $7.88. Five years ago the exemptions would have 
been only $2,400, and the remainder, $2,600, would have been taxable at 4 
per cent, or $104.” 

Simple tax reduction on earned incomes is not the only thing planned for 
Congressional approval this year. Included in the program is a move started 
by Secretary Mellon to repeal the estate tax, repeal the gift tax, reduce the 
automobile taxes by repeal of the levies on trucks, tires and accessories, repeal 
of a number of miscellaneous taxes, such as that on works of art brought from 
abroad, and repeal of the publicity section on income tax returns. This entire 
program meets with widespread approval of American editors. For a long 
time automobile firms, who are excellent advertisers in newspapers, have 
flooded the editors with appeals for an editorial fight against the automobile 
taxes, and for an equally long time editors have urged this repeal. Present 
indications are that it will come, in some form at least, at the coming Congress. 
But the tax on tickets to theaters and other places of amusement seems sched- 
uled to continue. 

Army and Navy officers naturally are concerned with the reduction or 
abolition of unearned income taxes, as well as reduction of earned income 
taxes, and doubtless will watch closely the fight certain to be made for com- 
plete elimination of the Federal inheritance tax. The Philadelphia Public 
Ledger (Independent), the New Haven Register (Independent), the Minne- 
apolis Tribune (Republican), and the New York Herald-Tribune (Ind. Rep.) 
are among the newspapers voicing opposition to continuance of the inheritance 
tax, while Arthur Brisbane, writing for the Hearst newspapers, takes 22 words | 
and tells exactly the way he feels about the inheritance tax: “There is nothing | 





the possibilities of tax reduction in view of 
the Treasury surplus; then it went to work 
and in a businesslike way drew a bill which 
seemed to meet with general approval. But the Senate will change all that.” 
Just what changes the Senate will make are not hinted, but the New York 
World (Dem.) predicts friction in the upper house of Congress. It says: “With 
gratifying harmony, the Ways and Means Committee has agreed on the im- 
portant changes that are to be made in the Revenue Law, and speedy action 
by the House, which convenes next month, seems assured. In the Senate, how- 
ever, the story seems to be different. Senators Smoot and Norris, though both 
Republicans, are much farther apart in their views on taxation than Messrs. 
Greene and Garner, the ranking Republican and Democratic members of the 
Ways and Means Committee, have ever been.” 

The expressions used by the Philadelphia Enquirer (Republican) hark back 
to war-time parlance. “It is believed that the House will pass the forthcoming 
revenue bill substantially as it stands,” the Enquirer says. “The fight evidently 
is coming in the Senate, and under the rules it may be a long one. It is no new 
thing for Senators to be indifferent to public opinion. But a few ‘wilful men’ 
should not be able to defeat a sound and impartial measure.” 

The editorial in the New York Journal of Commerce amounts to a letter 
of thanks to Congress for removing the blanket of secrecy that frequently in 
the past has covered taxation programs. The Journal says: “The Ways and 
Means Committee has done well in permitting unofficial statements of its plans 
to become known. Only in that way can it be sure of testing public opinion 
and keeping itself in close touch with fluctuations of attitude on the complex 
issues with which it has to deal. The policy thus pursued is quite different 
from that which has been adopted on some occasions in the past, and both the 
Treasury and the committee are entitled to full credit for the frankness which 
they are showing in this matter.” This frankness, for one thing, led to general 
editorial comment upon the policies that, if digested by the legislators, cer- 
tainly can indicate clearly to them the country’s mind on taxation.

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Mitchell Witnesses Take Stand 


bys WILLIAM MITCHELL, U.S.A., Air Service, now being tried in Wash- 
ington before an Army court-martial on a charge of violation of the 96th 
Article of War, began this week to offer defense testimony. Among the wit- 
nesses who testified was Mrs. Zachary Lansdowne, wife of the late commander 
of the Shenandoah. 

The trial began again Monday, Nov. 9, after having recessed from Tuesday, 
Nov. 3. 
That Capt. Paul Foley, U.S.N., sent her a statement, through Mrs. George 
W. Steele, to be her sworn testimony before the Naval court of inquiry into the 
wreck of the Shenandoah, was the testimony given by Mrs. Lansdowne. 

“Can you state in substance what was in the paper?” asked Congressman 
Reid, counsel for Mitchell. 

Here Colonel Moreland, Judge Advocate, objected, saying the matter was 
not — to the accused when he made his statement. The objection was 
overruled. 

“Its reference to the fact that my husband was willing to take the Shenan- 
doah anywhere and at any time, regardless of weather or landing facilities, 
was an insult to his memory to insinuate he would do so,” Mrs. Lansdale said. 

Mrs. Lansdowne was excused, and Maj. Raycroft Walsh, Chief of the 
Finance Division of the Army Air Service, called. Major Walsh was questioned 
regarding estimates for the Army and Navy Air Services for 1926. The trial 
judge advocate objected on the ground that such matter was confidential. As 
a compromise, Representative Reid followed a different line of questioning. 

“Don’t you know that the Navy’s estimate for its Air Service for the com- 
ing year is $37,360,248?” asked counsel of the witness, “and that the Army’s 
estimate for the Air Service was $24,580,000?” 

Colonel Moreland repeated his objections on the same grounds, and the court 
inquired of Representative Reid as to the purpose of the testimony. 

“We are producing this testimony absolutely in proof of the defendant’s 
statements that the Navy is asking for millions of dollars more than the Army 
for air equipment. 

“The prosecution has within its power the production of its own records to 
prove the statements of the accused. These records were so confidential as to 
prohibit their introduction in this trial, but the charges against the accused in 
this — are too confidential to come before this court,” Representative 
Reid added. 

Major Walsh said the estimates are not permitted to be published prior to 
their approval by the President. The court agreed to enter the record for the 
estimates in the evidence, but not for publication. 

Maj. Gerald C. Brandt, another witness, said he was a graduate of West 
Point, and had 1,000 hours in the air. His present duty is in the construction 
branch, Supply Division, General Staff. He told the court that theré were two 
bombardment squadrons assigned for the Hawaiian maneuvers, and that one of 
these had to be converted from a heavy bombardment group to a light unit 
for pursuit work. He said the two squadrons should have composed the total 
of 20 Martin bombers, but that there were only nine. The two pursuit squad- 
rons, he said, comprised 21 planes instead of the usual 36. The observation 
squadron had its full quota of 16 ships. Major Brandt said the air force had 
only half the equipment and personnel necessary for war. 

Major Brandt then was asked if it was necessary to send officers from the 
War Department to Hawaii to handle the air force in the recent maneuvers, 
and he said that apparently it was. 

“Why?” asked Representative Reid. 

“Because they had no war plans,” the witness responded. 

“Whose duty was it to draw up the war plans?” 

“The duty of the staff and the commanding general.” 

“Were there any plans there when you got there?”

Objection was made by the prosecution when Representative Reid asked 
Brandt whether conditions as he found them bore out the Mitchell report. This 
caused a discussion between counsel. It was decided that the matter would 
go over until the records put into the evidence on stipulations were examined. 
Colonel Moreland asked Brandt how the Hawaiian Islands were deficient in 
aircraft. 

“My answer might be prejudiced,” said Brandt. “I think that the islands 
could be defended entirely by air. With that in mind, of course, I would rec- 
ommend more aircraft than any group of umpires would.” 

Maj. Carl Spatz, chief of the tactical unit of the Army Air Service, sup- 
ported Colonel Mitchell’s charges against the administration of the Air Service. 
He said that military aviation was in bad plight due to insufficient personnel, 
obsolete or obsolescent equipment and faulty administration by the War 
Department. : : ’ :

that were erected in 1913 with the expectation that they would be used for 
shelter not more than three years. 

In Panama a regiment is housed in a temporary cantonment originally built 
for use of laborers on the Panama Canal. 


Nearly 40,000 Soldiers Housed Under Canvas 


Today there are 34,500 enlisted men and 2,240 officers housed in temporary 
shelter, the greater part of which consists of flimsy, wooden barracks buildings 
constructed early in 1917 for “emergency use only.” 

Aside from personnel, a vast amount of war material is stored away in 
inadequately protected, temporary wooden buildings, and 10,000 animals are 
kept in flimsy stables. 

The ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, in an investigation at one post, Ft. Benning, 
Ga., found dilapidated, rotting, leaking, shaking and warping quarters, built 
seven years ago for “temporary” use, still occupied and actually presenting a 
fire and disease hazard to human life. 

At the Georgia fort, log cabins of the Civil War period are used for quar- 
ters. One of them is pictured on this page. There are about 70 sets of good 
quarters on the posts, but many of the lower ranking officers live in ramshackle 
affairs that subject their health and household goods to the perils and damages 
of weather. : rae? ; 

Approximately 160 officers of the garrison live in Columbus, nine miles 
away, and commute daily to and from their classes. The officers represent a 
commutation-of-quarters expense to the Government of about $20,000 a month. 


“Tin and Paper Boxes” Used as Homes 
“Tin and paper boxes” are used by some of the Ft. Benning officers. Wish- 
ing to live on the post, they erected at personal expense little bungalows of 
waste lumber, tin and salvaged roofing paper. One of them is illustrated on 
this page.

AVY WINS PAY FIGHT WITH McCARL.—AL-NAV 24 will be canceled. 

Navy officers against whom the Comptroller General has checked pay and 
allowances for alleged’ overpayment, and who are being checked 20 per cent of 
their pay and allowances under AL-NAV 24, will receive in full the disputed 
amount, according to a letter sent by Comptroller McCarl to the Secretary of 
the Navy Nov. 12. 

A new AL-NAV is being prepared at the direction of the Secretary of the 
Navy by Rear Adms. Edward H. Campbell, U.S.N., judge advocate general, and 
Charles Morris, U.S.N., paymaster general, which will cover the procedure to 
be followed. The text of the AL-NAV had not been made public at the time 
the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL went to press. 

It is understood that the Navy Department agrees with the Comptroller 
that those officers who admitted being overpaid by the Government and who 
have agreed to the set-off will continue to be checked 20 per cent. It insists, 
however, that those officers who denied their debt to the Government, but did 
not sue, be paid in full. According to the Comptroller’s letter no checkage of 
pay is being made dating from Nov. 1. 

That the Comptroller does not propose to surrender gracefully is indicated, 
Navy officers point out, by his announcement that he would appeal the recent 
decision in the Cox Case to the United States Supreme Court and that should 
there be a verdict for the Government the checkages would be due back to the 
United States. 

The full text of the Comptroller’s letter to the Secretary of the Navy follows: 

“There has been rendered a decision by the Court of Appeals of the District 
of Columbia in the proceeding by the extraordinary remedy of the writ of 
injunction brought by Lt. Comdr. John F. Cox, U. S. Navy, the facts of which 
case involved debiting 20 per cent of his pay and allowances for application to 
an indebtedness to the United States as ascertained and certified by this office 
pursuant to section 236, Revised Statutes, as amended, and related laws, for 
allowances aggregating $1,754.85, wrongfully obtained by him from the United 
States because of the claimed dependent mother, the fact of the dependency of 
the mother not being established by him nor otherwise appearing. The matter 
and amount of the indebtedness so ascertained and certified not being in con- 
troversy before the Court of Appeals, the decision of the court is apparently 
to the effect that there may not be a withholding of the pay of a naval officer 
for application to or in liquidation of an indebtedness to the United States. 
In other words, that the funds appropriated for payment of the pay of naval 
officers are exempt to them—even as against indebtedness due to the United 
States.

“Because of the far-reaching and serious effect of the decision on the dis- 
bursing system of the United States, which has now been long in vogue, and 
the grave responsibilities that disbursing officers must necessarily bear in mat- 
ters of payment from funds intrusted to them on their bonded responsibility, 
if the decision remains unchanged, I am submitting to the Attorney General 
of the United States the question of petitioning for a certiorari to have the 
Supreme Court of the United States consider the matter. In the meantime, how- 
ever, in view of the high authority from which the decision emanates, the large 
number of naval officers involved in the pending suit appealed to the Appellate 
Courts, etc. 

“T believe there may properly be adopted a tentative procedure in like cases 
to the effect that in all cases in which action has heretofore been brought 0 
the Supreme Court in the District of Columbia in which a decree has been o& 
would be entered similar to that entered by such court in the Cox case, this 
office will make no objection to payment of the pay of such officers without 
checkage on account of allowances wrongfully obtained, as stated, including 
refund of such checkages as have been made on that account, and as requireé 
by the decree of the court entered in the Cox case; and that there be no check- 
age of pay accruing on and after November 1, 1925, even though proceedings 
may not have been instituted by the officers in the Supreme Court of the Dis 
trict of Columbia. 


“The pending suits show that a small percentage of naval officers has 
resorted to judicial proceedings in the matter, and I have given consideration 
in the tentative procedure set forth above, that those who have not institute? 
such judicial proceedings, but have cooperated both with you and this office, 
shall not be on a different pay basis, so far as properly may be, because of no 
instituting such judicial proceedings.” 
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RASTIC REFORM IN PAPER WORK DEMANDED BY GENERAL HA- 

GOOD, 4th CORPS AREA.—Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood, U.S.A., who 
assumed command of the 4th Corps Area only a few weeks ago, has started 
in with vigor to reduce the paper work of his command to the lowest possible 
minimum, and has issued some strict regulations to attain the desired end. 

So determined is General Hagood to effect the reforms in paper work which 
he has ordered that he has directed the Corps Area Inspector to make an 
investigation of the matter of unnecessary paper work, and of subordinate head- 
quarters throughout the corps area, and upon the occasion of every inspection 
made by him or by his subordinates he will make a special report to the General 
as to what is being accomplished in the matter of reduction. He will also 
report by name every officer who has not reduced by one-half the paper work 
over which he has control. 

Among other things, General Hagood states that no ground rules will be 
established by his headquarters or by any subordinate headquarters regarding 
any additional copies or any additional information not provided for on the 
blank forms issued by the War Department. If the forms are not adequate 
for the purpose for which intended, the matter will be reported to the War 
Department with a recommendation for modification. 

No headquarters will call upon any subordinate headquarters for any infor- 
mation already on file or otherwise obtainable at the higher headquarters. If 
such information is called for, the communication will be returned by the 
subordinate headquarters calling attention to the fact that the information 
(or so much of it) has already been furnished, giving dates, office marks, etc. 

General Hagood insists that proceedings of general courts-martial will be 
reduced to the simplest possible form. All nonessentials and padding will be 
omitted. He states that officers must use their good sense in all cases as to 
what is essential and what is nonessential. He states that time should not ke 
wasted in the incorporation of matter which has no real bearing upon the 
subject. 

“Generally speaking, all routine orders, reports, publications, training 
directives, etc.,” says General Hagood, “could probably be reduced by volume 
to at least one-half of what they were in the last preceding issue. The nuimber 
of such orders, reports, etc., should also be reduced. The efficiency of com- 
manders and staff officers will be judged by what they can accomplish in this 
direction.” 

All commanding officers are invited to submit to General Hagood’s head- 
quarters, marked “Personal attention of General Hagood,” suggestions as to 
how to reduce the burden of paper work thrust upon them by Corps Area 
Headquarters, adding in each case what steps they have taken to lighten the 
burden upon their own subordinates. 


wre WILL BE THE NEW MAJOR GENERAL, N.Y.N.G.?—The election of 
Maj. Gen. Charles W. Berry, commanding the N.Y.N.G., as Comptroller 
of the City of New York by a plurality of 375,000, to take effect Jan. 1, next, 
is now raising the question as to who Governor Al Smith will nominate to 
succeed him. Among the officers who are looked upon generally as particularly 
fitted for the important position of commander of the largest National Guard 
force in the United States are Brig. Gen. George R. Dyer, 87th Infantry Bri- 
gade; Brig. Gen. Franklin W. Ward, 53d Infantry Brigade, and Col. Elmore 
F, Austin, 258th Field Artillery. All three officers have long and efficient 
records and are known as progressive and able leaders. General Dyer first 
joined the National Guard in June, 1889, and among other duties served in 
the field in the War with Spain, and later in the Federal service on the Mexican 
border. He holds the Distinguished Service Cross and the state long and 
faithful service decoration. 

General Ward first entered the National Guard service May 17, 1888, and 
during the World War rendered distinguished service overseas on the battle 
line. He was awarded the D.S.M., the French Legion d’Honneur, Belgium 
Croix de Guerre, and the state decoration for long and faithful service. 

Colonel Austin, who first entered the service in November, 1887, and has 
served in successive grades, was formerly a brigadier general and chief of 
Coast Artillery of the state. He served with the A.E.F., during the World 
War, and received the D.S.M., the Conspicuous Service Cross, and the state 
decoration for long and faithful service. 

The names of other well known and accomplished officers are also men- 
tioned for the vacancy, and they include Col. John J. Byrne, 244th Coast Artil- 
lery, and Col. Edward McLeer, the present Chief of Staff, who have long and 
efficient service, and who served overseas in the World War. 

Colonel Byrne has served continuously in the National Guard in peace and 
war since 1890, serving in the Volunteers in the War with Spain, and in the 
Coast Artiliery during the World War. He was in command of the coast de- 
fenses of Sandy Hook, and also served overseas. He holds several decorations 
for his efficient services. 

Colonel McLeer is a veteran of the War with Spain and the World War, and 
as been in the National Guard since 1895, when he joined old Troop C, under 
the then Capt. B. T. Clayton, who was killed in France by a German airman. 
As machine gun officer of the 27th Division on the battle line, as a part of 
- 4th British Army, he rendered distinguished service, and received decora- 
ions. 

There is also a rumor as to the possibility of a Regular Army officer being 
hamed for the vacancy, but in view of the fact that there are so many 
thoroughly competent officers right in the National Gaurd, that are available, 
and to whom officers generally hold should be given the preference, doubis are 
expressed as to whether the State Legislature would confirm an outside appoint- 
ment under the circumstances.

OLICY ON RETURN OF DETACHED OFFICERS CREATES CONSID- 
Pp _ERABLE COMMENT.—That the War Department may return to the old 
policy of returning officers, upon the expiration of their detached service, to 
their original organizations, is one of the chief topics of conversation now going 
on in Army circles. For years it was the established policy of the department 
to return officers who had been detached on recruiting duty, Service schools 
and other similar assignments to their own regimental organizations when this 
detached duty was completed. Under the present system, however, it is a rare 
occurrence that officers are returned to their original units upon the completion 


of their detached service. 


The old system, it is pointed out by regular officers on duty in the depart- 
ment, developed an esprit de corps which is not attained under the existing 
assignment system. Prior to the war, when a regimental commander was sent 
to pursue a course of instruction, often the entire regiment fretfully awaited 
his return. The same feeling was in evidence down to the companies when one 
of the captains or lieutenants would be detached for several months, and when 
the “Skipper” returned to his organization he was extended a rousing welcome. 

But no longer are regimental or company reunions held upon the return of 
their leaders, as it is a rare thing that once they leave do they return to their 


own unit.

Regimental pride, it is contended, is not what it used to be.

not a sufficient number of officers authorized, it is contended, to return officers 
to their respective organizations and still carry out the provisions of the Na- 


tional Defense Act. 


Another excellent reason why the commissioned person- 


nel of the regiments is not kept intact is that the limited appropriations for 
the transportation of the Army does not permit returning an officer attending 
the Infantry School, for instance, to his organization in California.

GENERAL BREWSTER, U.S.A.—Maj. Gen. Andre W. Brewster, U.S.A., 
commanding the 1st Corps Area at Boston, has made application for retirement 
on December 9, 1925, after more than 40 years’ service, and he will be retired 
as requested. 

Brig. Gen. Preston Brown, on duty at Fort Wadsworth, in command of the 
1st Division, and the fourth senior brigadier general of the line, will be rec- 
ommended to succeed General Brewster to date from Dec. 10. 

Col. Merch B. Stewart, Infantry, U.S.A., on duty as Commandant of Cadets 
at the U.S.M.A., will be recommended for appointment as brigadier general to 
succeed Brown. 

General Brown was born at Lexington, Ky., January 2, 1872. He graduated 
from Yale College in 1892, enlisted in the Regular Army in September, 1894, 
and was commissioned a second lieutenant, Infantry, on March 2, 1897. During 
the World War he was successively chief of staff of the 2d Division, chief of 
staff of the 4th Army Corps, commanding general of the 3d Division, and assist- 
ant chief of staff at advanced headquarters in Germany.

The exact amount he has authorized for 
each Service is not available for publication, but this much can be said: The 
various officers who have been fighting for their respective departments are 
satisfied they can get along during the next fiscal year on the amounts allotted 


to them. 
Good for you, General Lord. 


Army and Navy Not Against Economy 

S a matter of fact, the policy of the officers of the Services toward the Presi- 

dent’s economy policy is quite different from that which has been repre- 
sented to the Chief Executive. These officers realize that the country is in no 
mood for expenditures beyond those absolutely necessary, and that no policy 
of the President has stronger backing than that relating to economy. After 
every war the first cry is “reduce taxes,” and the first object of onslaught is the 
military arm. The business of the administrators of the Services is to weather 
the storm and so to steer the bark as to avoid destructive slashing. They have 
done well up to date, and if they are to continue to do well it is essential that 
the Services should not give evidence of internal strife. It is always true that 
strength lies in unity. 


Davis Wants An Adequate Army 


ONGRESSMAN MADDEN, Chairman of the House Appropriations Com- 

mittee, fortunately will experience a great deal of trouble in getting appro- 
priations pared down to the point where a cut in the number of officers and men 
of the Services must follow. The Chicago member will be opposed vigorously 
by many of his colleagues, who feel that the Army is already too small and 
that the Navy and Marine Corps cannot be further reduced. Senator Wads- 
worth, Chairman of the Senate Military Committee, will have something to 
say on this subject, and the Senate is disposed to listen amiably to his views. 
Secretary Davis is known to entertain the view that the officer strength should 
be increased to 13,000 and not diminished, and that the enlisted strength should 
be fixed at 150,000 men. Of course, the present Army is wholly inadequate 
for the effective execution of the National Defense Program. Foreign garri- 
sons are at a dangerously low limit, and the troops in this country are unduly 
burdened by training camp and other activities beyond their usual duties. The 
morale of the Army must be maintained, and Congress alone will be respon- 
sible for failure to do its part to assure this condition. 


Wilbur to Fight Navy Cut 
-Y ECRETARY WILBUR, too, is firmly opposed to any reduction in the officer 
and enlisted personnel of the Navy and Marine Corps. Mr. Madden holds 
that 67,000 enlisted men are sufficient for the Navy. Senator Hale, chairman 
of the Senate Naval Committee, in the able speech he delivered last week, has 
already answered him. The Navy Department is prepared with facts and fig- 
ures to show also that such a cut would be disastrous. The Navy is a far- 
reaching arm of the country’s defense. It protects Chicago today as certainly 
as it protects New York. The powerful Chicago Tribune is apt to have some- 
thing to say on this subject. We commend it to the attention of Colonel 


McCormick. 





House the Army Properly 
TM’ HE Army housing question can no longer be put aside by Congress. It is 
estimated that the total cost of proper provisions for the troops in the Conti- 
nental United States and Oahu and on the Canal Zone will be $110,000,000. 
This money is to be obtained, not from appropriations from the Treasury, but 
from the sale of properties now owned by the Army, and which are, or may be 
found, unnecessary. There are listed for sale various parcels of real estate 
which, it is estimated, will produce $30,000,000. It is not intended to spend 
this entire amount during the first year of authorization, but to spread it over 
a period of three years. This would mean an expenditure of approximately 
$10,000,000 annually. After the passage of three years, and additional sales 
shall have been made, the country may be in such prosperous condition as to 
look with favor upon increased activity in Army housing. 





Coolidge Backs Program 
gpa capo DAVIS has the approval of the President in his housing plans, 
and is confident Congress will enact the necessary legislation. 

Surely, Congress will act quickly. It is outrageous to compel human beings 
to live in quarters not only unfit but unhealthful. The, proper habitation of 
those who spend their lives in the service of their country is a prime duty of 
Government. Failure to make such provision is inexcusable. The newspapers 
and chambers of commerce in each locality where troops are quartered are 
earnestly urged to examine the situation of near-by commands and to make 
urgent representations to their Senators and Congressmen in behalf of im- 
provements. 


The War on Paper 

ENERAL HAGOOD has put into effect a policy in the 4th Corps Area that 

is worthy of special attention. Raper has become the god before which all 
must bow the knee. Pamphlets, drill regulations, letters of instructions, forms, 
reports—the number is ad nauseum. There was a time when Artillery had its 
Bible, Tidhall’s Manual—and that was all. Each captain of National Guard 
Artillery is now furnished with 197 training manuals. Infantry recalls the time 
when the complete lexicon for its arm comprised the Infantry Drill Regulations 
and the Field Service Regulations, both of which could be carried in the breast 
pocket. Now, 216 training manuals are issued to each captain of Infantry in the 
National Guard.

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PARIS NOVELTIES

PARIS, NOV. 14.—The most startling change in this season’s fashions is the new 
hat, which, appearing upon the horizon a month ago, is now so much seen about town 
that the hats bought in October are quite “demode.” Reboux, who has undeniably 
the leading hatshop in Paris, is always credited with any new form. It is always 
a “Reboux” hat that one asks for in the small shops that copy the big houses. This 
new model has a tall crown, slanting a bit backwards, or a bit higher in back, giving 
the same effect, and with a fold at the top, either at the side, or in front. The effect 
js rather military, suggesting the headgear of the hussars. 

Sometimes it is mediaeval. In this case the brim is turned up sharply in back. 
One hat has no brim at all; that is to say, the same piece of material that forms 
the crown widens at the head opening. These hats, all of which require a jewelled 
pin in the front to break the height, are considerably larger than the cloche, or toque 
of last season. One model has a wide brim turned up in front like a quarter moon. 
They are made of felt, velvet, beaver, moleskin and leather; and grosgrain is fre- 
quently seen, too. As to color, they generally match the coat or frock of the wearer. 

The question of hairdressing must be taken into account in choosing a hat. For 
a long time they seemed to be made only for bobbed hair. If one wore a chignon, 
the hat looked clumsy, and too big; or else the wearer would suffer in trying to pull 
a small brim over a big head. Now both the bobbed hair people and their more re- 
actionary sisters may safely wear the newer shape, provided that there is not too much 
hair piled at the neck: But in spite of all predictions to the contrary, bobbed and 
shingled hair is still as popular as ever. In England the “Etonian shingle” is greatly 
in favor. This is as boyish a bob as it is possible for one of the feminine sex to 
achieve. The hair is brushed back from the forehead and ears, and clipped very close. 
In Paris this style is less popular, for the French woman realizes that it takes youthful 
contours, a pretty nose and well shaped ears, for this mode to be becoming. She 
keeps to the ordinary shingle. 

Although people are not yet letting their hair grow, they often vary the style of 
hairdressing by wearing a small band of false hair around the head in the evening. 
At the “Jardin de Ma Soeur” I saw Gloria Swanson with a coronet of false hair. A 
small chignon may be pinned on instead, but the bands around the head, being easier 
to keep in place, are preferable. Therefore, if the “Unbobbed” women wish to copy 
this style of hairdressing, the new hat will fit on beautifully.

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yp etin FLEET COMING HOME EARLY FOR CHRISTMAS.—The 
. United States Scouting Fleet now engaged in short-range battle practice 
in Cuban waters will return to home ports about three weeks earlier than 
scheduled for the Christmas holidays, Admiral Eberle, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, announced November 9. The change in schedule has been made because 
the Scouting Fleet was successful in expeditiously carrying out its program. 
The Fleet will leave Guantanamo Nov. 20, the vessels arriving in their home 
yards Nov. 25, except the ships based at Boston. These will go to New York 
first, and weigh anchor for Boston Nov. 30. A portion of the Fleet will leave 
the home yards on Jan. 8, 1926, and return to Guantanamo, Cuba. Others will 
remain at their yards for necessary overhaul. 

_ Reports from the Fleet indicate that the season has been highly successful. 
Since the arrival of the Fleet at Guantanamo on Sept. 28, the ships have been 
put through a strenuous schedule of drills, maneuvers and target practice.

og wer arty COURT OF INQUIRY TO MEET NOVEMBER 16.—Capt. 
Paul Foley, U.S.N., Judge Advocate of the court of inquiry examining into 
the loss of the airship Shenandoah, announced that the court will convene 
again in Washington on November 16. He also stated that the experts of 
the Bureau of Standards have completed their study of parts of the wrecked 
dirigible and will be ready to testify. Mrs. Lansdowne, he said, will be recalled 
in connection with the assertion that a naval officer sought to have her give 
false testimony retracting her former assertion that Commander Lansdowne, 
her husband and commander of the Shenandoah, was forced to take the illfated 
middle Western flight over his protest. 


DMIRAL SHOEMAKER OUTLINES PLAN TO TRAIN PETTY OFFI- 

CERS.—A serious shortage of engine-room petty officers in the Fleet, which 
has been causing considerable concern to the Bureau of Navigation and officers 
afloat, will be remedied in the near future by a plan recently announced by 
Rear Adm. W. R. Shoemaker, U.S.N., through a circular letter to the Fleet. 
The plan provides for the training of sufficient enlisted men to meet future as 
well as present requirements of the engine-room force personnel. 

The new plan provides for a complete monthly survey of the personnel 
situation and the needs of individual vessels and administrative units. This 
analysis will enable the administrative commands to anticipate their future 
requirements and to train men in proportion to their own needs. 

Balanced training with a view to the relative needs of all branches of the 
Service is essential, Admiral Shoemaker states in his letter. He declares that 
nonrated men should be detailed in adequate numbers to those branches where 
the need for training is most pressing and concludes: “It must be evident that 
this is not being done at the present time in the case of the engine-room force. 

“The Bureau has no reserve of trained personnel upon which it may draw to 
supply the requirements of the Fleet. It continues to maintain certain Service 
schools on shore to assist the Fleet in its training problems by giving non- 
rated men instruction in a few basic trades, but the Fleet must look to itself 
to meet the major portion of its own personnel requirements. As training 
takes time and includes experience, men must be placed in training not to meet 
any immediate situatign but to meet future requirements. To accomplish this 
future requirements must be known and studied and personnel training and dis- 
tribution should be based on those studies.” 

The only source of supply for lower ratings of the engine-room force is 
the drafts of apprentice seamen sent to the Fleet. The shortage in the engine- 
room force, petty officers’ and firemen ratings combined, has been around 1,000 
for the past six months, and the shortage is entirely in petty officer ratings. In 
all other branches the shortage of petty officers below chief was 568 on Sept. 30, 
1925, or 2% per cent of the requirements, while in the engine-room force the 
shortage was 1,035 or 12% per cent. 


n= NAVY DIRECTORY ISSUED.—The new Navy Directory, dated Oct. 
1, 1925, was issued in the Navy Department Nov. 10. The appointment 
of Rear Adm. John Halligan, Jr., U.S.N., as Chief of the Bureau of Engineering, 
is not noted in the Directory, since at the date of issue Capt. J. K. Robison, 
U.S.N., was still engineer-in-chief of the Navy and Chief of the Bureau of 
Engineering. Admiral Halligan assumed his new duties Nov. 9. 


AVY CHAPLAINS CHANGE STATIONS.—Capt. Edmund A. Brodmann, 

Ch.C., U.S.N., at present on the U.S.S. West Virginia, will relieve Capt. 
James D. MacNair, Ch.C., U.S.N., as Fleet Chaplain of the Scouting Fleet and 
Chaplain of the flagship Wyoming late in December. Captain MacNair, who 
has served more than two years as Scouting Fleet Chaplain, will be assigned 
to shore duty. ; 

Comdr. Garret F. Murphy, Ch.C., U.S.N., formerly stationed at Hampton 
Roads, Va., will be assigned to the U.S.S. West Virginia relieving Captain 
Brodman. Comdr. Francis L. McFadden, Ch.C., U.S.N., who was ordered de- 
tached from the U.S.S. Nevada will remain on that ship. The orders will be 
revoked. 

Lt. (j.g.) C. H. Mansfield, Ch.C., U.S.N., has been ordered to the Navy Yard, 
Puget Sound, Wash., for duty as Chaplain there. 








RIALS OF NAVY AND MARINE CORPS OFFICERS BY G.C.M.—The fol. 
lowing results of recent trials of officers of the Navy by G.C.M. have just 
been announced by the Navy Department: 

Capt. Samuel J. Bartlett, U.S.M.C., was tried at Port-au-Prince, Haiti, ang 
was found guilty of drunkenness. He was sentenced to lose five numbers ip 
his grade, the sentence being approved. 

Second Lt. Wilbur L. Davis, U.S.M.C., was tried at Quantico, Va., on charges 
of breaking arrest, being absent from duty without leave, drunkenness, and an 
additional charge of forgery. The court found Lieutenant Davis guilty by plea 
of the first, second and third charges, but not guilty of the additional charge, 
and he was sentenced to be dismissed from the U.S.M.C. The sentence was 
approved by President Coolidge. 

Ens. Edward W. Foster, U.S.N., was tried by G.C.M. on board the U.SS, 
Camden at San Diego, Cal., on charges of drunkenness, conduct to the prejudice 
of good order and discipline, and scandalous conduct, tending to the destruction 
of good morals. The court found Ensign Foster guilty by plea of the first 
charge, and not guilty of the second and third charges, and he was sentenced 
to lose 10 numbers in his grade. The findings on the first charge and specifica- 
tion thereunder were approved, subject to the opinion that the court erred in 
awarding so lenient a sentence. 

Lt. (j.g.) Raymond D. Sollars, U.S.N., was tried by G.C.M., on board the 
U.S.S. Altair, San Francisco, Calif., charged with uttering a forged writing and 
with forgery. He was acquitted of the charge of uttering a forged writing, 
After some testimony had been given, the defense moved that the charge and 
specifications in relation to the charge of forgery be dismissed for the reason 
that the basis of the charge against the accused occurred more than two years 
before the order for the trial. The court sustained the motion of the accused, 
The Secretary of the Navy in reviewing the proceedings points out that the 
court erred in its ruling and that it should have proceeded with the trial on 
both charges until all evidence had been adduced. He says: “It is difficult to 
understand how the court arrived at its findings under the second charge, unless 
the court believed that the accused was entitled to the benefit of the Statute 
of Limitations, which statute had not taken effect.” The accused has been 
released from arrest and restored to duty. 


OMMANDS AFLOAT TO MAKE RECOMMENDATIONS FOR CHIEF 
PETTY OFFICERS, U.S.N.—The Bureau of Navigation will invite recom- 

mendations from commands afloat when the present eligibility lists of chief 
petty officers in any rating are exhausted. These will be restricted in each case 
to certain numbers, and the board of officers in the bureau will arrange the 
periodical recommendations in a precedence list for advancement. At present, 
however, the number of chief petty officers in the Service equals the require- 
ments. If Congress grants sufficient appropriations at the coming session to 
enable the Navy to recruit its enlisted personnel to the authorized treaty 
strength of 86,000, there will be a number of advancements to the chief petty 
officer rating. Navy officers acquainted with the situation feel that the chief 
petty officers should be encouraged to enter the warrant grade by suitable 
legislation which will make a warrant attractive to the men in the highest 
enlisted rating. 

At present the status of the chief warrant and warrant officers of the Navy 
is complicated by a construction of the Joint Service Pay Act of 1922, which 
reacts unfavorably upon the warrant officers in regard to pay. Unless the per- 
sonnel of the Navy is raised to its authorized treaty strength and an upward 
flow of promotion is opened for the chief petty officers, the prospects of the 
men in the lower ratings of enlisted personnel for promotion are not very good. 

The present system of promotion is without regard to limited funds and 
advancements are made to fill vacancies in complement as they occur. The only 
petty officer shortage in enlisted ratings is in the artificer branch of the engine- 


room force. 


OURT OF INQUIRY ON LOSS OF SEAPLANES.—A court of inquiry 

appointed by the Secretary of the Navy, composed of Capts. Reginald R 
Belknapp, president; Herbert C. Cocke; Comdrs. Robert W. Cabaniss and Her- 
bert H. Michael, all U.S.N., met Nov. 9 at the Naval Operating Base, Hampton 
Roads, Va., to inquire into the loss of Navy seaplanes at Baltimore, Md., Oct. 25. 

Twelve pilots testified, Nov. 10, that the moorings which had proven satis- 
factory on all other occasions were useless in the high winds that wrecked the 
two squadrons of a score or more machines. They said everything was done 
that could be done to save the machines, but the storm was too terrific.

plished, says Lt. Comdr. C. E. Rosendahl, U.S.N., one of the survivors. Speak 
ing of the ill-fated trip that began Sept. 2, he said in part: : ; 
“To the Shenandoah’s crew extended flights were not new and with our ship 

in the best of condition we anticipated a delightful training flight over certall 
parts of the United States that we had not previously visited and whose popu- 
lation was clamoring to see our ship that represented the latest means of trans- 
portation as well as an important instrument of naval warfare. The weather 
map and other reports indicated a probability of good flying weather over our 
route. We knew, however, that thunderstorms in that vicinity, while not un- 
heard of at that season, were infrequent but on many previous occasions we 
had encountered storms and we felt no particular concern from such possibilities 
on this trip. As a matter of fact Captain Lansdowne and all the rest of us 


aboard set out with full confidence that we should accomplish this flight as satis- 


factorily as we had all others.”

DDITIONAL INJUNCTION SUITS AGAINST COMPTROLLER GEN-

bring the total of test cases similar to that of Comdr. John F. Cox, U.S.N., 
which was recently decided in his favor, to 113. The new cases swell the list 
of suits pending to 41. Attorneys John W. Price and Henry C. Lank, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., appear for the officers in all the suits filed.

and distinct fights for all the spectators who will attend the Army-Navy 
game at the Polo Grounds, N.Y.C., Nov. 28. They will be in order of sequence— 
the fight to get in, the fight on the gridiron and the fight to get out. 

The coming 28th annual clash between the two Service Academies sees the 
present score—Army, 13 victories; Navy 12; tie games, 2. 

The Army feels that 13 is an unlucky number to keep for more than a year. 
The Navy is sure 13 is the luckiest number out. 

The Class of 1905, U.S.N.A., is tearing its hair individually and collectively 
because of ticket distribution. Reports from Annapolis state: 

“That a maximum of fairness is observed in assignment of tickets is indi- 
cated by the fact that in the drawings for location the Class of 1905, to which 
Comdr. Byron McCandless, U.S.N., Secretary of the Association and Director 
of Distribution belongs, fared the worst of any class which will be largely repre- 
sented at the game.” 

A number of members stated, however, that they would rather perch on 
Coogan’s Bluff than miss the contest. This feeling is shared by practically all 
Army and Navy officers within striking distance of New York City, from 
the requests pouring in on the Army and Navy Athletic Associations. 

The Regiment of Midshipmen and Navy officers will occupy Sections A to H 
in the lower stand.

Income Tax.—Announcement has been made by the Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue that the decision of the U. S. Court of Claims, Apr. 13, 1925, in 
which it was held that commutation of quarters or rental value of quarters 
occupied does not constitute taxable income, applies to the officers of the Coast 
Guard. Allowance for heat and light, however, should not be included in com- 
puting the reduction in taxable income on account of this decision, as the same 
is subject to income tax. Request for refund of income tax paid on the amount 
received as quarters allowance or the commuted value of quarters occupied for 
the years 1919 to 1924, inclusive, may be made on Treasury Department Internal 
Revenue Service Form 843.

The rise in speculative common stocks, particularly industrials, goes on with- 
out the appearance of buying power being in anywise exhausted. The peak of a 
broad speculative advance is always marked with the most intense trading and 
by sharp advances. Many. of the most prominent stocks listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange are daily selling at new high prices for all time, and the volume 
of sales is exceptionally large. No one can pick the top prices, but certainly at 
present levels much of the business prosperity and favorable outlook has been 
discounted. 

For those who believe that the upward trend has about run its course and 
want to consolidate their profits by switching into safe investments, the bonds 
of companies, engaging, to some extent at least, in the manufactured gas 
business—offer attractive possibilities. The gas business is one of the most 
stable and its growth since 1900 has been remarkable. The business of manu- 
facturing gas is usually combined with that of producing electricity, although, 
of course, the processes bear no connection, and individual plants are maintained. 
The combination is due to the fact that gas and electricity supplement one 
another in the performance of public service. 

Manufactured gas is not a particularly important factor any longer as a 
lighting medium, although it owes its development to its present proportions 
by virtue of the fact that it was first used for that purpose. The important 
function of manufactured gas today is to produce heat. In the homes of the 
United States there are over 9,800,000 gas stoves, and 3,400,000 water heaters 
in use. Complete gas central heating systems are being installed in homes at 
the rate of about 100,000 a year. During 1924 alone there were sold 450,000 
water heaters, 500,000 space heaters and 800,000 new gas ranges. 

Entirely aside from the tremendous growth in the domestic consumption of 
gas, the last ten years have witnessed an increase of 1000 per cent in the con- 
sumption of gas for industrial purposes. An engineer who is in a position to do 
so has estimated that over 21,000 trade processes are now being carried out 
with the aid of gas. 

The total consumption of gas for both domestic and industrial purposes in 
1924 aggregated 405,200,000,000 cubic feet. The gain in the consumption of gas 
is rapid and consistent, and even under unusually difficult business conditions, 
such as during the post-war period, no falling off in the sales is likely. As a 
matter of fact, during the last business depression the sales of manufactured gas 
showed substantial gains. Because it is clean and economical and easy to con- 
trol, the popularity of gas as a fuel is certain to continue and the outlook for 
companies which include manufactured gas among their activities is one of 
stable earning power. 

As stated previously, this form of business is usually carried on with the 
production of electricity. This branch of the industry is supreme in the power 
field, and its future growth is just as assured. The combination of these two 
essential industries offers the investor a stable and profitable field for the em- 
ployment of his capital. The following bonds represent companies which com- 
bine the manufacture of gas with that of the production of electricity and enjoy 
the advantages which have been pointed out. The first three are bonds of oper- 
ating companies, while the latter three are those of holding companies.

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EW GERMAN CRUISER LAUNCHED.—The new German cruiser Emden, 
which was placed in commission three weeks ago at Wilhelmshaven, is the 
first warship built in Germany since the Armistice. 
advanced state of construction when launched in January last. In general her 
design resembles that of the Konigsberg class, evolved during the World War, 
of which nearly a dozen units were laid down between 1915 and the conclusion 
of hostilities. The Emden displaces 6,000 tons and is engined with geared tur- 
bines for a speed of 29 knots, which is considerably below the prevailing stand- 
ard of cruiser speed in other navies, especially the new U. S. cruiser Wash- 
ington, of 10,000 tons. The Emder is distinguished by a high freeboard, and 
her 5.9-inch guns, of which there are eight, are all mounted on the center line. 
Having been built with a view to service in tropical waters, her berthing 
accommodation is unusually spacious and the system of ventilation very efficient. 
It is proposed to begin a second cruiser during the coming year as a substitute 
for one of the very old ships now in service. 
Under the terms of the Peace Treaty new German cruisers are restricted 
to a displacement of 6,000 tons. A new destroyer is on the stocks at Wilhelms- 
haven and will be put afloat next year. The German naval authorities are 
anxious to replace one or more of the obsolete battleships which comprise the 
post-war high-seas fleet, but the treaty restricts the displacement of new 
armored vessels to 10,000 tons, and it is felt that a ship of this size could not 
be endowed with the requisite qualities of armament and protection. 
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HAPLAINS PLACE WREATH ON TOMB OF UNKNOWN SOLDIER.— 
In accordance with their established custom of placing a wreath on the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier on Armistice Day, the four chaplains who par- 
ticipated in the interment again met at Arlington November 11. They were: 
The Rt. Rev. Charles H. Brent, Bishop of Western New York, senior chaplain 
of the A.E.F.; Capt. John B. Frazier, U.S.N.; Dr. Morris S. Lazaron, Rabbi 
Baltimore Hebrew Congregation, and Col. John T. Axton, Chief of Chaplains. 
Agreement was made between these four chaplains that each year on the anni- 
versary of the funeral of the Unknown Soldier one or more of them would 
conduct a brief memorial service at the tomb. This year Rabbi Lazaron con- 
ducted the service.

stressed by Gen. Fox Conner in his testimony before the Morrow Aircraft 
Commission, when he said in part: Baw 

“As is well known, many of ouf officers and men are still in temporary war- 
time buildings. These buildings are rapidly becoming uninhabitable. To provide 
proper housing the War Department has submitted to Congress a program 
involving the expenditure of well over a hundred million dollars.” ; 

Two other photographs, made this month, show the buildings “rapidly becom- 
ing uninhabitable” at the Presidio of San Francisco. Such conditions are com- 
mon at every post and station. _ ‘ ; _ i ; 

Speaking in favor of Congressional action to relieve the critical housing situ- 
ation in the Army, Secretary Davis said: 


Most Pressing Problem Confronting War Department 


I consider this problem of adequate housing for the personnel of the Regular 
Army as the most pressing which confronts the War Department today. To 
make these temporary and very poorly built barracks and quarters even semi- 
habitable has required and will continue to require a very great outlay of gov- 
ernmental funds. The money expended upon their repair and maintenance is

really lost inasmuch as it is impossible to expect that the use of these buildings 
for shelter can continue but for very few years more. 

During the past fiscal year there was a total of 250 fires reported to the 
War Department, the losses amounting to over $900,000 for the buildings, based 
upon their original cost, and to approximately $670,000 for the contents. 

Naturally, the morale of the units which are housed in these temporary 
wooden structures, which they must call their Army “homes,” is not as high as 
should be hoped for. I really consider it remarkable that the officers and en- 
listed men who are compelled to live under such conditions, have so cheerfully 
attempted to meet the great responsibilities which their training and the train- 
ing of the civilian components and activities involves. 


War Department Hopes Congress Will Relieve Situation 


It is the hope of the War Department that Congress will adopt a program 
which had been prepared, covering a period of ten years, beginning with the 
fiscal year 1927, which, at the end of that period, will find the Regular Army 
properly and adequately housed. ” : j ; : ; 

That Congress has fully realized the critical situation which obtains in 
respect to housing of the Regular Army has been evident from the fact that 
the appropriation bill for the fiscal year 1925 directed that the Secretary of 
War submit to Congress a comprehensive program for the erection of per- 
manent shelter throughout the Army from the proceeds of the sale of surplus 
War Department realty. ; ; 

The timely recognition by Congress of this serious problem has been a source 
of great gratification to the War Department and the Army as a whole. The 
surplus realty which the War Department proposes to sell consists, for the 
most part, of now obsolete Coast Artillery posts and tracts of land originally 
urchased for coast defense purposes. baad , 

F In compliance with this provision of the appropriation bill for 1925 a care- 
fully worked out progrcem was presented to Congress at the last session and 
was considered by a joint committee. Due to the press of other congressional 
business, however, the bill introduced was not reported out of the committee. 
This program will be reintroduced at the coming session. 


Here Is Meat of Army Housing Program 


The meat of the whole program as expressed in the bill is: 

“That the net proceeds of the sale of surplus War Department real prop- 
erty hereinbefore designated and the net proceeds of the sale of surplus War 
Department real property heretofore authorized and not heretofore deposited 
in the Treasury shall be deposited in the Treasury to the credit of a fund to 
be known as the Military Post Construction Fund to be and remain available 
until expended for permanent construction at military posts in such amounts 
as may be authorized from time to time by the Congress. Estimates of the 
monies to be expended from this fund, including statement of the specific con- 
struction projects embraced in such estimates, shall be submitted annually to 
Congress in the budget.” 

If this program is approved by Congress it is the plan of the War Depart- 
ment, in general, to concentrate the Regular Army in fewer and larger posts, 


combining several branches of the Service in one station in each Corps Area.

Unless I have further evidence 
to the contrary, however, evidence from military leaders in whose judgment 
I have confidence, I do not see how a separation can be safely made of aero- 
nautics from the regular military establishments. It seems to me they are 
independent. It is a military maxim that effective defense can be best secured 
only by the coordination and cooperation of all arms. I feel we must give 
attention immediately to this question. My mind at present is in a state of 
flux, and for this reason I am maintaining a neutral attitude until I have at 
hand all the information I regard as essential. ° 

I have one thought, however, which is more definite. That is that air 
officers should stick to their particular job. I do not believe it adds to their 
efficiency to serve in the air one or two years and then serve as watch officers 
or navigators for one or two years. Constant application is the only way in 
which a man really can know his job. For those officers who are on air duty, 
I would have promotion and continue the additional pay they now receive. 
But when they got too old to fly or ceased to be valuable for this particular 
work, I would retire them at whatever rank they then held. 

In short, they would be specialists and as such they would deserve special 
consideration. So far as command is concerned, what could be more impor- 
tant than the command of a squadron of aeroplanes? It would be operating 
with the fleet and, therefore, under the direction of the Commander-in-Chief. 
To say that the latter could not efficiently use it is to my mind absurd. Gen- 
eral Grant could not ride a horse, yet his use of cavalry has never been criti- 
cized. General Sheridan was not an artillery officer, but he knew who to 
select as his artillery commander and how to get the best results from his 
guns. The same is true of aeroplanes which have become a vital instrument 
of defense. 

Congress will want all the light it can get on the numerous angles of the 
questions which have arisen. And I am sure it will, to the best of its ability, 


render judgments that will be beneficial to the Country as well as to the 
Services.

It was July 28, 1918 ....a golden haze lay lightly over 
the Charmel-Ronchers Road. From the north sounded the 
sudden barking of machine guns, like dogs in a dooryard 
disturbed from slumber; then silence.

Reinburg, of Battery “C”, with all men 
that could be spared from “A” and “C” Batteries, rushed 
to the spot, and with this aid, “B” Battery, with its less 
severely wounded helping, went into position. 

With only 40 minutes to zero hour, data was figured; and, 
manned by cooks, mechanics, drivers and cannoneers, the 
guns of “B” Battery fired in their place in the barrage.
